COMMUNITY PROPERTY 
LAW 


In view of the d iscu ssion n ow goin g 
on with Preferen ce to the so-called 
Commu n ity Property Law, which ap­ 
pears to be in a mu d d le, the follow­ 
in g brief statem en t, which in trod u ces 
an ex ten d ed article in Californ ia T ax ­ 
payers’ Jou rn al, is of in terest. 
It 
sets forth the poin ts clearly, in n u t­ 
shell style: 


“The 
clu b 
women of 
Californ ia 
d esired , at 
th e 1919 legislatu re, 
to 
have laws en acted givin g the wife 
the own ership of on e-half of all com­ 
mu n ity property, an d givin g her the 
right to d ispose of the sam e by will; 
also givin g the hu sban d or wife of 
an in san e person power to sell com­ 
mu n ity 
property 
when 
n ecessary. 
They su cceed ed in havin g fou r bills 
passed to accomplish these resu lts. 
‘‘Sen ate Bill 680 gave the d esired 
relief to the spou se of an in san e per­ 
son an d was approved by the gover­ 
n or, an d is n ow the law. 


Assembly Bill 698 gave the wife 
an equ al own ership 
w ith her hu s­

If there are any leaks 
in your business, keeping
